This Picture was painted for his Grace the Duke of Wellington, in the year 1822, and 
commemorates that great and final Victory which, at Waterloo, closed our triumphs over 
Napoleon on land, as that of Trafalgar closed them by sea. The scene is laid in that picturesque 
street or way leading from Pimlico to Chelsea Hospital, in which trees, public-houses, and the 
fine architecture of Wren, intermingle ; and the time is the season when Pensioners receive 
their pay, and indulge themselves with spending it in the open air. The Painter has gathered 
together veterans and invalids of all regiments, of all countries, and of all campaigns, from the 
days of Wolfe to those of Wellington ; he has seated them, with their wives and their 
companions, at a social carouse ; the flagon is busy, cheered on by the fife and the bagpipe ; 
and the whole are excited by the hourly expectation of news from abroad of a great and 
decisive battle between the British and the French. Into the midst of this scene a soldier of 
the Lancers comes on the spur, with the Gazette of the Battle of Waterloo. The revelry ceases, 
only for a more joyous renewal ; windows and doors are filled by eager and gaping listeners; 
while a veteran soldier of Wolfe reads the account aloud. Such is the general character of 
the Picture ; 

Many of the groups and individuals deserve a more particular description. 

1. —An Orderly of the 7th Lancers, at that time the Marquess op Anglesey’s regiment, 
who has just arrived with the Gazette of the Battle, to the joy of all assembled. 

2. —An Artilleryman, who has thrown down his knapsack, and is addressing the Lancer, to 
whom refreshments are eagerly offered from several hands. 

3. -—A Sergeant of the 42nd regiment, of the name of Me Gregor, a Glengary Highlander, 
who served with General Graham, at Barossa ; he appears anxious to hear the comments of the 
Lancer, as well as to listen to the Gazette, which he may be descanting upon, or perhaps alluding 
to the courage of his countrymen. 

4. —A Trumpeter of the Life Guards waves his trumpet in the air, and proclaims the 
victory to his comrades on the opposite side of the way. 

5. —A Soldier of the Hanoverian Legion,—a corps distinguished at Waterloo. 

6. —A Life Guardsman, whose regiment united with the “ Greys,” the “ Blues,” and the 
“ Inniskillins,” in repelling the repeated and desperate charges of the Cuirassiers. 
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7. —An old Pensioner, a survivor of the seven years’ war, who was at the taking of Quebec 
with General Wolfe, and is now reading aloud the Gazette detailing the Victory of Waterloo : 
this, as well as many others, is a portrait. 

8. —A Soldier’s Wife—she presses eagerly forward to look at the returns of the killed and 
wounded ; and from her wild, sad looks, and unconsciously pressing her baby till it cries, the 
artist indicates her alarm for her husband, whose regiment she sees has been a great sufferer ; 
and also impresses on the mind, that private sorrow mingles with public rejoicing, and that 
victory, as well as defeat, leaves 

“ Many a sweet babe fatherless, 

And many a widow mourning/* 

9. —A veteran, whose appetite has survived all the vicissitudes of war, and whose love of 
good cheer is only for a moment suspended by the great news—his mouth seems evidently opened 
for the oyster, which is on its march upwards. 

10. —One of the Band of the 1st regiment of Foot Guards, a native of St. Domingo, who 
was in France during the Revolution, was present at the death of Louis XVI., and was afterwards 
servant to General Moreau during his celebrated retreat through the Black Forest. 

11. —An old Soldier from India, who fought under the Victor of Waterloo at the Battle 
of Assaye. He seems touched alike with age and climate, and his joy at the triumph of his old 
Commander is accordingly of a subdued kind. He also served under the old Marquis of Granby. 

12 and 13.—An Irishman of the 12th Dragoons, in a light dress, explaining the news to an 
old Veteran who was with General Elliot during the bombardment of 21 months and 21 days, 
at the memorable Siege of Gibraltar. They are interrupted in their carouse by the reading of 
the Gazette, and probably in a discussion on the merits of the elder and the later days of war : 
the younger seems exclaiming, “ Elliot and his Siege was but a cock-fight compared toWaterloo 
while the senior, one of the “ rock scorpions,” as Heathfield called his soldiers, is so far 
overcome by good drink and good news, that pot and pipe are alike neglected—it is evident, 
though unable to speak, that he believes in the superior glory of his old master in war. 

14. —A Sergeant of the Oxford Blues, who was at the Battle of Vittoria : at his feet is a 
Black dog, known to the officers and men by the name of “ Old Duke,” who followed that 
regiment all over the Peninsular. The Sergeant holds up his little son, and his looks, as those of 
his wife, seem to say, “ An if he live to be a man.” 

15. —A Soldier of the Foot Guards, stretching himself anxiously out from a window of 
the Duke of York public-house, to hear what this may mean. The eager crushing of his comrades 
behind seems likely to precipitate him from his advanced post. 

16. —An out-door Pensioner, on liis way to have his keg and can replenished, stops to hear 
the news. His wooden heaa and wounded leg denote that he has been where blows and shot 
were plenty ; and the empty vessels indicate that he is still able and willing to carry on the war 
under the standard of conviviality. 

Of the subordinate personages, the chief contributors to the general joy are, an Oyster- 
woman in the full height of business, to keep pace with the demand which liquor increases ; and 
a Highland Piper marching up the street with his bagpipe, till he rouses the inmates of the 
neighbouring houses, and sets the children a dancing. Forward, on the left, appear the domes 
and pinnacles of Chelsea Hospital, with its gates and pleasure grounds ; while on the right is that 
irregular line, or rather clump of houses, called Jews’Row, where ale-houses, old clothes houses, 
and pawnbrokers’ shops, abound. Here, at the sign of the Duke of York, and of General Elliot, 
and in the open space in front, the Pensioners, In and Out together, with the disbanded Soldiers 
frequently assemble; the joy is always great—the liquor abundant—and the scene, from the 
mixture of soldiers of the three kingdoms, of all ages and of all regiments, with companions of 
both sexes and all conditions, is sufficiently picturesque.

The following description of this Chef d’CEuvre of Sir Edwin, ia written by the 

late Allan Cunningham, Esq. 

This fine Picture will, to many, realize scenes which live but in memory; for it is as true 
to Northern character and manners, as heather is to a Highland hill. It is of a national as much 
as of a rural kind, nor have the romantic or the domestic refused to lend it the hues of poetry, 

and the truth of actual life.The landscape belongs to the inland part of the Highlands ; 

the train of cattle, the solitary mountains, and the picturesque herdsmen, form of themselves a 
fair picture ; but the painter has not lavished his best powers on the subordinate scene, he has 
reserved his chief characters and his choicest colours for the foreground. The last division of 
the drove is here, and about to move forward; the herdsman, topsman, and all, seem loath to 
leave a place endeared by kindred ties, the memory of many joys, the beauty of woman, and— 
the truth must out—the charms of whiskey. The place teems with life ; one generation pushes 
another onward : the collie has her whelps ; the hen her chickens ; the goat her kid ; the cow 
the calf, and the mare her foal. An old Highlander,—half deaf and wholly feeble—who has 
tottered to the door to see his friends depart, sits surrounded by a swarm of his own descendants, 
and while like Fingal he looks, on what he considers, “ The last of his fields,” seems conscious 
that he is destined to live long in the young life and blood around him. A dark-eyed lass, his 
daughter, while she pretends to arrange his plaid to keep him warm, prevents him from falling 
through the feeblenees of extreme age. Another daughter, wife to the head drover, who has the 
child in his arms, fills, with a mingled expression of anxiety and affection, his favourite horn, 
evidently an heir-loom, with whiskey for her husband’s journey, and says, or seems to say, “ Eh ! 
lie’ll be a weary time awa,” while the anxious brow of the old matron intimates as plain as if she 
spoke, “ It is for our sou—so pour it freely out, and of the best.” A dog at his side seems to 
share in little of this household feeling ; he has but one thought, and that is to be near the deaf 
old drover, his only master. 
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The son-in-law of the old man, and topsman of the drove, stands fondling his baby-boy in- 
his arms, and gazes on him with a grave pleasure as his infant fingers quitting all toys, clutch to 
the hilt of the skene-dhu: a dozen battles, and every one a triumph, seem flitting across his 
mind. Nigh the feet of this worthy, a pair, evidently of lovers, are seated ; as they look 
anxiously into each other’s faces, uneasy thoughts arise, and the young woman listens to assu¬ 
rances of man’s faith, with a fear which amounts to suspicion. It is said that a Highland tale, 
dark and unhappy, was in the painter’s mind as he introduced this touching incident. 

The cottage, at the door of which all this passes, seems fitted for a picture ; it is rude and 
primitive ; the stools and chairs, the carts which men drive, and the saddles on which they ride, 
are fitted for painting, more than for elegance. But the artist knows, none better, that a ruin 
from which the rats are about to run, shews better under the brush than one of Wren’s churches. 
His men and women and four-footed creatures, are creations of a kindlier mood ; the former are 
bold and manly, and wander as free as the wind on their mountains,” while the latter are 
equally fair and affectionate. Some of the subordinate incidents are as lively as they are natural ; 
a boy, plaided for the march, lies down to enjoy for a moment the society of a favourite whelp, 
which yet loves its mother better than it loves its young master ; a hen in repelling the sportive 
attempt of another whelp on her brood of chickens, shows a spirit which sets all her feathers on 
end, and we fancy we hear her indignant cluck of defiance ; two or three rams, “ with noble 
heads of horns,” seem to converse about the departing drove, while a muzzled calf stands uncon¬ 
scious that at no distant day it must also go Southward, and contents itself with longing for the 
mother’s milk, which its muzzle will not allow it to reach. 

The beauty and sentiment and effect of this fine national picture cannot be exhibited in a 
mere description—painting can no more be reached by words, than true poetry can be reached 
by shape and colour—forms not words must bring, like this picture, the Highlands to London.

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Burnet, who, uniting with this art that also of painting, has achieved a reputation 
second to none of his time ; while he has associated his name with other great men, 
so as to share with them the renown they have so justly earned. 

It is detracting nothing from the merits of his contemporaries, to say, that he 
stands among them in many respects the most remarkable of all: for nearly half-a- 
century has he been familiarly known in the republic of the Arts, adorning them by his 
pencil and graver, and dispensing a knowledge of them through his pen ; and it is 
almost difficult to determine which instrument he has most effectively used for his 
own reputation, or for the pleasure and instruction of others. The fellow-countryman 
and friend of Wilkie—of whom the world at large knows most through Mr. Burnet’s 
Engravings—he appears now as the only remaining link that connects the present 
generation of artists with that which succeeded the early founders of the English 
School: the historian of this School, when its annals are written, must assign him 
an honorable place among its worthies. Nor is it in England alone that his pro¬ 
fessional reputation ranks high,—throughout the Continent of Europe his works are 
appreciated as they deserve to be. 

Entrusted with the sale, by public auction, of the best Engravings and 
Plates, including also some of the most esteemed Pictures, of this Master, 
Southgate and Barrett deem it almost superfluous to offer a word of comment or 
recommendation, so confident are they that their merits are sufficiently well-known 
to the amateur and the public generally; yet a few explanatory remarks cannot be 
considered out of place on such an occasion as the present. 

The first of Mr. Burnet’s principal works which is enumerated in the 
Catalogue is his “ Chelsea Pensioners Reading the Gazette of the Battle of 
Waterloo/’ after the celebrated Picture by Sir David Wilkie. It may be stated, 
without exaggeration, that no modern painting ever found greater admirers than this, 
while the Engraver’s admirable translation of it added vastly to its popularity : proof 
impressions of this fine print are exceedingly scarce, and, consequently, are much 
sought after. 

The Family Saved from Shipwreck is an example of Mr. Burnet’s talents, 
both as a Painter and an Engraver: the print has always been held in high esteem. 

In a more elevated class of art, and as illustrating an interesting passage of 
modern history, is The Duke of Wellington Writing his Dispatches in the 
Peninsula. Whatever hands down to future generations, as this engraving must, 
a single pictorial record of Wellington’s military career, cannot fail to have a 
value far beyond any that attaches to an ordinary historical incident: this plate 
will, accordingly, be appreciated no less for the subject, than for its excellence as a 
work of art. 

John Knox admonishing Mary Queen of Scots, from the Picture by Sir 
William Allan, is one of the most powerful compositions of this very clever painter: 
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the few proofs which Southgate and Barrett have to dispose of are evidence how 
much Mr. Burnet's engraving is appreciated. 

Among the other Engravings will be found many which have contributed not 
a little to form and sustain the reputation of this engraver, as evidence of his 
ability to deal successfully with almost every kind of subject, and the proofs of which 
are now exceedingly rare, may be pointed out, the Shipwreck and Dutch Fishing 
Boats, after Turner ; the Highland Drovers departing for the South, after 
Sir Edwin Landseer, R.A., by John Burnet, unpublished; the Jew's Harp, 
the Rabbit on the Wall, the Blind Fiddler, and the School, all after Wilkie ; 
the Vicar of Wakefield, after Newton ; the Trial of Charles I., and several 
others, from pictures painted by Mr. Burnet himself. 

But, though the works from his burin are universally known, the world has 
but little acquaintance with his pictures. An opportunity is now afforded to the 
collector of acquiring some examples of his pencil; an opportunity not likely to 
occur again, except, perhaps, by mere chance, as Mr. Burnet but very rarely now 
employs himself at the easel; had he always confined his labours to this, we should 
certainly have gained a great painter, but lost a distinguished engraver; as it is, we have 
retained the latter, and can scarcely be said to have missed our hold of the other. 
There are many of the finished works now offered for sale which would do honour to any 
collection, while the Sketches originally made for his more important works will be 
found to be masterly and most interesting productions. Those by his brother, James 
Burnet, possess merit of no ordinary kind. 

The last point to which Southgate and Barrett are desirous of drawing 
attention, is the list of Copper and Steel Plates that appears at the end of the 
Catalogue. Among these are many of the most popular subjects, and as such, they 
must prove a valuable property to any one who becomes their possessor; this is too 
obvious to require comment. They will be sold with the Copyrights of the respec¬ 
tive works, and without the least reservation. Southgate and Barrett may, 
perhaps, be allowed to intimate with reference to these plates, that, from the progress 
which lithography has recently made, and from other causes which it is unnecessary 
to state in respect to engraving on metal plates, Engravings in the line manner on 
a large scale, bid fair soon to be among the things of the past; the value of such 
plates as these must be, in consequence, greatly enhanced.
